As a follow up to my previous memo of June 8, regarding the purchase of a new 
reproduction machine, the program has been reviewed with Don Foland and the 
following supportive information is submitted for consideration. 

The present Bruning 870 whiteprinter will be eight years old this fall. It was 
purchased by the Water Engineering Department and was expected to last seven to 
ten years. Since moving into the City-County Building, however, it*s availabil¬ 
ity to additional departments along with greater printing demands from the 
engineering departments has increased the load to the point it has more than 
outlived it's normal life span. 

A review of the condition of the equipment with the reproduction machine oper¬ 
ator, Allie Snyder, indicates numerous items are giving problems and will 
require replacement. The major items are as follows: 

1. Heaters in the developer section have gone bad and 
need immediate replacement. 

2. Printer bands are frayed and should be replaced. 

3. The sealing sleeve is worn smooth in areas and will 
also require replacement. 

4. The lamp, shade and duct assembly are deteriorated 
and will require replacement soon. 

5. The transformer is very noisy which indicates deter¬ 
ioration. It could go out completely at any time. 

6. General cleaning and adjustments are needed. 


A ball park estimate of labor and materials to replace the above items would 
be in the vincinity of $3,000. The new sealing sleeve alone would cost about 
$250, plus installation, and the transformer material cost is between $700. 
and $800. 

If the transformer should go out completely, there would be an exceptionally 
long delay in receiving and installing a replacement transformer. During that 
period, our blueprinting needs would have to be supplied by a commercial es¬ 
tablishment. This would create a major delay in turn around time and the cost 
would be two to three times greater than our present in-house operations. 

As previously indicated, the new Bruning Model 876 we propose purchasing has 
several advantages, part of which we can place a dollar value on and part of 
which we cannot. First, increased productivity will reduce printing time and 
free the operator to perform other functions. This will allow him to better 
observe the usage of the Xerox 840 machine, which currently is running in the 
"red." Such observation can reduce the present problem of prints being made 
and not accounted for. 









A second advantage is the automatic trimming feature which will permit us to buy 
materials in roll stock rather than cut sheets- Based upon recent years usage 
of cut sheets, the use of roll stock should save about $600. per year in reduced 
material costs alone. 

With the increased speed and other capabilities of the new machine, we could also 
encourage business from other City and County departments. This in turn would add 
income to the operation due to increased usage. 

Finally, as indicated in my memo to you dated July 8, a price increase of $900. 
is anticipated by the end of this month for the proposed Bruning Model 876. If 
we can expedite the purchase requisition, bidding and purchase order, we can 
possibly avoid that additional cost. 

I trust the above information will provide sufficient additional details that we 
can proceed with the acquisition of this equipment. If not, I suggest that we 
sit down with those individuals who have questions so any remaining problems can. 
be resolved as soon as possible.
